Ferrara allured Arioſto by all the meanes he could vnto his ( ourt,of- 
fering him great offices and preferments to haue ſerued him in ordi- 
nam; but he louing his liberty more then any treaſure, refuſed his prof 
fer, and yet not altogether in ſuch ſort, but that in ſome faſhion he was 
content to retaine vnto him. eAgaine , had hee beene ginen to haus 
ſought wealth, and to hane heaped riches together , he could no way 
haue been without them; for dimers great Princes being willing to haus 
had him line in their Courts with them , made tender of many groas 
enſiont unto him; but he accepted of none,onely hewas content to of- 
fer his ſeruce( ar I ſaid before) to the afore ſaid Duke Altonſo,whons 
he choſe rather for country ſake and of meere loue to the place wherein 
he was burns, then for any great gaine or promotion which he expected. 
Fiftly and laſtiy, io conclude , he wrote theſe S aytes in Cardinal 
Hypolitoes time;andwhileſt he continued with Allonſo Duke of Fer- 
rara, mbo among ſt other fuuours done vnto him. made him preſident or 
lieuetenant of a country called Graſognana ( ſubrect vnto his Duke- 
dome: )but becauſe the people were very fact uus, and the country re- 
bellious, and therefore he troubled oner much with them, he tooke [mall 
pleaſure in that gouermment, but rather mightily complameth thereof, 
A ts tobe ſeene in the fourth and ſenenth Sante.
